GULF FACES IKE 

CATEGORY 4 STORM ON UNCERTAIN PATH AS KEYS STARTS 
PHASED EVACUATION, LA. BRACES FOR MORE HAVOC 


KEY WEST, FLA. Powerful Hurricane Ike 
rolled down an uncertain path Sunday that 
may lead to the U.S, Gulf Coast late this 
week, forcing emergency officials to pay 
attention and leaving millions of people 
from Florida to Mexico to wonder where 
it will eventually strike. 

Officials in the Florida Keys started a 
phased evacuation for residents Sunday 
morning after telling visitors a day earlier 
to get out, Ike, a dangerous Category 4 


storm with winds early Sunday of near 135 
mph, was forecast to affect the Keys start- 
ing Monday night on a potential track for 
the central Gulf 

Ike’s eye roared into Cuba on Sunday 
after destroying houses on low-lying islands 
and worsening floods in Haiti that have 
already killed more than 300 people. 

In Louisiana, still recovering from 
Hurricane Gustav, Gov Bobby Jindal set 
up a task force to prepare for the possibil- 


ity of more havoc, 

“We’re not hoping for another strike, 
another storm, but we’re ready,” he said. 

The storm had sustained winds of near 
135 mph after muscling up from a Category 
3 to a Category 4 storm Saturday It was 
expected to turn slighdy toward the north- 
west Monday 

“It’s a very dangerous storm,” hurricane 
center meteorologist Colin McAdie told 
The Associated Press,

Hurricanes bring a storm of anxiety 


For those who live in its path, hurricane 
season stirs up anxiety even before devas- 
tating winds and rains hit land. 

At Ft, Lauderdale’s Anxiety Treatment 
Center at Nova Southeastern University, 
patients have been mentioning fears 
about Hurricane Ike more than in storms 
of years past, 

“People are very anxious and this 
uncertainty of what’s going to happen 
actually causes them to feel worse,” said 


Craig Marker, a psychologist there. 

It’s a story heard all along the Gulf 
Coast and in the Caribbean, the prime 
targets for hurricanes, 

Lauren Bronleewe grew up in Tampa, 
and some of the best parties she attend- 
ed in high school were when a storm was 
looming. 

But when Hurricane Katrina struck 
three years ago, Bronleewe was living 
in New Orleans, a student at Tulane 


University 

“I can guarantee that I’ll never attend 
another hurricane party for the rest of my 
life,” she said. 

In the Bahamas, Randy Forbes, a 33- 
year-old chauffeur, said he remembers 
seeing buildings without roofs and wide- 
spread flooding after Hurricane Floyd 
passed near Nassau in 1999, 

“The destruction makes me not want 
to be here,” he said, associated press

Zoning in on speeders 

Study says vans with cameras the most effective way to slow down drivers

DEKALB Freshman Miraynda Castro was 
reminded during her first week at Northern 
Illinois University that she didn’t begin her 
college career at just any campus. 

Castro’s philosophy teacher asked students 
for a show of hands: Did they want the class- 
room door locked or left open? The vote was 
for open, Castro recalled, so classmates could 
get in if they were late. 

“I think it’s a good question to ask from 
now on ... obviously I’d feel safer if it was 
closed because nobody could get in,” said 
Castro, i8, of Machesney Park. 

Almost seven months after former stu- 
dent Steven Kazmierczak burst through 
an unlocked door at Cole Hall and fatal- 
ly wounded five students before killing 
himself, campus life is beginning to return to 
normal. 

But reminders, fears and anxieties linger, 
even for those who were not directly affected 
by the Valentine’s Day tragedy 

“Some students ... were apprehensive about 
coming back,” said Scott Peska, director of 
the university’s new Office of Support and 
Advocacy, started in April in response to the 
shootings to help students, faculty and staff 
deal with the tragedy 

Some came to campus early to see their 
classrooms and make sure they would feel 
comfortable. 

Some told about having difficulty with 4th 
of July fireworks celebrations, while others 
who were fine during the summer suddenly 
began having trouble sleeping or experienc- 
ing nightmares. 

There are few physical signs of the tragedy 
on campus. 

From the outside. Cole Hall looks like any 
other building except for small bunches of 
dried purple flowers hanging on door handles. 
Students, backpacks bouncing as they talk on 
cell phones, walk past locked doors and win- 
dows covered with signs that say “Forward, 
Together, Forward,” the motto the university 
adopted after the shootings. 

Castro, who was still in high school when 
fear gripped the NIU campus on Feb. 14, says 
she chose the university before the shootings 
and stuck with her decision. 

“I feel they have more safety precautions,” 
said Castro, clad in a white T-shirt adorned 
with a sparkly silver “NIU.”

Police vans equipped with radar cameras to 
enforce the speed limit are the best available 
tool to force motorists to slow down in con- 
struction zones, according to a new study by 
University of Illinois researchers. 

The speed enforcement vans proved more 
effective than placing electronic radar signs 
on the highway shoulder to show drivers 
their real-time speed, or even deploying 
police cars to sit on the side of the road, the 
research found. 

The Illinois State Police photo vans are 
capable of identifying scores of speeding 
scofflaws across multiple lanes of traffic in 
only a few minutes, ringing up minimum 
$375 speeding tickets that are sent in the 
mail for the work-zone violations. 

It’s a process law-enforcement officials say 
is much more efficient— and safer for the 
police officer— than pulling over individual 
speeders as traffic rushes past. 

Just as important, especially now that a 
worsening state budget picture has resulted 
in cutbacks in police patrols, the high-profile 
use of the photo-van technology lets drivers 
know the odds of getting away with speed- 


ABOUT THE STUDY 

The study was conducted in the 
Interstate 55 construction zone 
near Weber Road in Will County and 
Downstate on Interstate 64 near 
Collinsville. In free-flowing traffic, car 
drivers reduced their speed from an aver- 
age of about 62 mph in work zones 
to about 54 mph when the speed vans 
were present, the study found. The elec- 
tronic sign alone cut average speeds to 
about 60 mph, and the presence of a 
police squad car reduced speeds to an 
average of about 55 mph. Speeds in all 
scenarios remained above the 45 mph 
construction zone limit. 



ing are diminishing, officials said. 

“If an officer already has somebody else 
pulled over, you know he is busy and there 
is less of a deterrent to speed,” said Priscilla 
Tobias, state safety engineer at the Illinois 
Department of Transportation, which com- 
missioned the U. of I. study Yet the photo 
enforcement vans also are a symbol to some 
of government using sneaky tactics that are 
not uniformly applied. After all, there are 


only five photo enforcement vans across the 
state. 

And, it’s a mystery how much leeway is 
given above the 45 mph construction zone 
speed limit. Does going 50 mph trigger a 
ticket, or do you have to be speeding at 10 
mph above the work zone limit? The answer 
changes from one jurisdiction to another. 

But authorities are convinced the vans 
offer the best shot at attaining “voluntary 
compliance” from drivers. 

The presence of the photo speed vans 
prompted car drivers to reduce their speed 
on average by almost 8 mph in construction 
zones, according to the data collected by the 
Center for Transportation at the U. of I. at 
Urbana- Champaign. 

As part of the deployment, the vans only 
aim a radar beam perpendicular to traffic 
across the lanes —not upstream at approach- 
ing vehicles. It gives drivers a chance to slow 
down before passing through the van’s radar 
beam, officials said. 

The radar in regular police cars, on 
the other hand, is aimed down the road. 
Speeding vehicles are clocked well before 
the drivers pass the police car. 
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Family shocked man took hostages 


They say 42-year-old 
In bank standoff was 
on antidepressants 

A man who committed suicide after holding 
a dozen people hostage at a Wheaton bank 
Friday was on antidepressants and going 
through a rough emotional patch but was not 
a bad man, his family said. 

Michael Long, 42, was a loving father of 


three who asked authorities about the welfare 
of an officer he had injured before taking over 
the bank, his father said. 

“There had to be something wrong some- 
where because he would never have done 
anything like this, not if he was in his right 
mind,” said his father Melvin Long, 68, of 
Chillicothe. 

Long was a truck driver and enjoyed work- 
ing on his Jeep Wrangler and taking his young 
children to Six Flags, his father said. 

The situation at the Wheaton Bank & 


Trust began about 1:30 p.m. when a 911 call 
reported a hit-and-run in the parking lot. 
When an officer responded. Long grabbed 
him from behind and put a knife to his throat, 
police said. The two struggled, and the officer 
was slashed across the arm. Long wrested the 
gun from the officer and ran into the bank. 

Police would not identify the officer, saying 
only he was a 10 -year member of the force. 
He suffered superficial wounds, police said. 

Once Long was in the bank, he ordered 
the 10 to 12 people inside to the floor. Long 


released 10 hostages as police negotiated with 
him during the next several hours, but two 
remained when he fatally shot himself in the 
head about 4:15 p.m., police said. 

Long had two young children with his wife 
and a teenage son in Peoria from a previous 
marriage, family said. Relatives said Long 
rarely divulged his personal business, but they 
never expected what transpired Friday 

“Whatever problems he may have had, he 
kept to himself and didn’t share with the fam- 
ily,” Melvin Long said. 


Juvenile charged with murder 

A male juvenile has been charged with 
one count of first-degree murder in the 
shooting death of a 17-year-old boy Friday 
in Englewood, Chicago police said Sunday. 
Authorities responded about 6:45 p.m. 

Friday to the 1500 block of West 69th Street, 
where Cory Hatter had been shot multiple 
times. 

He was pronounced dead at the scene. 

The Cook County state’s attorney’s office 
approved charges late Saturday evening, 
police said. 

Boy killed on South Side 

A 17-year-old boy was shot and killed 
early Sunday in the 7100 block of South 
Paulina Street. Odero Hillard, of the 5200 
block of South Marshfield Avenue, was 
pronounced dead on the sidewalk at 12:30 
a.m., police said. Officers responded to the 
neighborhood after reports of shots fired, 
police said. Hillard had been in an argument 
with a man who then shot Hillard and fled, 
witnesses told police. 

O’Hare emergency landing 

United Airlines says one of its Hong 
Kong-bound flights departing from 
Chicago had to make an emergency landing 
at O’Hare because of a malfunctioning 
temperature probe. United Airlines 
spokeswoman Megan McCarthy said 
Saturday that the Boeing 747 turned 
around and returned to O’Hare. McCarthy 
says Flight 895 was to be a 13-hour trip. 

She says there were 323 passengers 
aboard along with 18 crew members. 

The flight was delayed until Sunday, and 
McCarthy says all passengers would be 
accommodated. 

Man shot in Back of the Yards 

A 20-year-old man was critically injured 
after being shot several times in an alley 
in Back of the Yards early Sunday, 
authorities said. Chicago police said the man 
was attending a party at a residence 
on the 4700 block of South Loomis 
Boulevard. The victim walked into a 
nearby alley about 12:20 a.m. when a man 
confronted him and shot him several times, 
police said.

All Kids Bridge to nowhere 


A year ago. Gov. Blagojevich, frus- 
trated by legislative logjams and eager 
to advance his health care agenda, 
announced an expansion of the state’s 
All Kids program. 

Instead of having benefits cut off at 
age 19, young people with organ trans- 
plants, diabetes and other serious medi- 
cal conditions would continue to get 
subsidized state coverage until their 21st 
birthdays, he promised. 

It hasn’t happened. 

The program, dubbed All Kids 
Bridge, doesn’t exist, and the state 
has not proposed a plan to the Illinois 
Comprehensive Health Insurance 
Program, the organization charged with 
running it, several sources confirm. 


All Kids is a first-in-the-nation pro- 
gram that offers health insurance to every 
Illinois child, up to age 18. Kids at lower 
income levels get subsidized coverage. 

The problem arises when teens age 
out of the program. As single adults, 
they’re not eligible for Medicaid in 
Illinois. As individuals with pre-existing 
conditions, they don’t qualify for private 
insurance. 

Despite several requests from the 
Tribune, the state would not make an 
official available for an interview. In a 
statement, Susan Hofer, a spokeswoman 
for the Division of Insurance, said: ‘At 
this point, the administration is still 
working with the {I CHIP} board to 
finalize program details.” 


Roadside 
memorials 
at center of 
controversy 

ABINGDON They are not like the massive bill- 
boards and flashing neon signs calculated to 
grab your attention. 

They are often stark, sometimes crude. 
It is the simplicity of the roadside memo- 
rial that grabs the eye, then the attention, of 
the stranger, if only for an instant, as the car 
speeds down the road, up the hill, through the 
intersection. 

Technically, roadside memorials are illegal 
on state property, says Trooper Tony Halsey, 
a spokesman for the Illinois State Police. 
Technically, people should get a permit to 
put up signs or memorials on the public right 
of way, says Tazewell County engineer John 
Anderson. 

State and county road maintenance crews 
mow around roadside memorials if they can. 
If they can’t, or if the memorials obstruct 
vision or present other hazards to drivers, 
workers may take them down. 

“Speaking for us and the {county] highway 
department, we don’t want to interfere with 
the need to mourn,” says Tazewell County 
Sheriff Bob Huston. 

Still, their increasing presence on the 
roadscape has erupted in controversy People 
have called them morbid hazards. Others 
argue that the proliferation of crosses, a sym- 
bol of Christianity, on public property raises 
concerns about the separation of church and 
state. Some states ban them outright; some 
try to regulate them. 

In fact, an Illinois law went into effect 
in January that would allow the families of 
victims killed by drunken drivers to apply 
for and purchase memorial signs that 
would be placed along state highways for 
two years.

The Bush administration, acting to avert 
the potential for major financial turmoil, 
announced Sunday that the federal gov- 
ernment was taking control of mortgage 
giants Fannie Mae and Freddie Mac. 

Officials announced that the executives 
and board of directors of both institutions 
had been replaced. Herb Allison, a former 
vice chairman of Merrill Lynch, was select- 
ed to head Fannie Mae, and David Moffett, 
a former vice chairman of US Bancorp, was 
picked to head Freddie Mac. 

Treasury Secretary Henry Paulson says 
the historic actions were being taken 
because “Fannie Mae and Freddie Mac are 


so large and so interwoven in our finan- 
cial system that a failure of either of them 
would cause great turmoil in our financial 
markets here at home and around the 
globe.” 

The huge potential liabilities facing each 
company, as a result of soaring mortgage 
defaults, could cost taxpayers tens of bil- 
lions of dollars, but Paulson stressed that 
the financial impacts if the two companies 
had been allowed to fail would be far more 
serious. 

‘A failure would affect the ability of 
Americans to get home loans, auto loans 
and other consumer credit and business

The seemingly indestructible star of the 
New England Patriots lay on the ground, 
clutching his left 
knee in Sunday’s 
opener. The NFEs 
reigning MVP and 
three-time Super 
Bowl champion 
was done for the 
day— at least. 

“He was in a 
lot of pain. When 
you hear a scream,

The pinball 
action in the second quarter 
sent a woozy Forte to the side- 
line for a few plays, but he held 
on after the collision. 

Forte’s fearless debut was 
contagious. The Bears played 


like they had nothing to lose 
and everyone’s respect to 
gain, recording a 29-13 victory 
behind 183 rushing 
yards, 123 by Forte on 
23 carries, to spoil the 
opening of the Colts’ 
new home, Lucas Oil 
Stadium. 

“This is an upset,” NBC’s 
Andrea Kremer said to line- 
backer Brian Urlacher after 
the game. “Nobody expected 
you to win.” 

“We expected to win,” 
Urlacher replied. “It’s not an 
upset to us.” 

The defense swarmed up 
front and hit the Colts in the 


mouth early, keeping them 
out of the end zone in the first 
half And this was practically 
the same Peyton Manning-led 
offense that outscored oppo- 
nents 236-134 in first halves 
last season. 

The defense kept punch- 
ing in the second half, with 
Lance Briggs’ 21-yard return of 
Charles Tillman’s forced fum- 
ble putting the Bears up 22-13 
in the third quarter. 

It was the second score for 
the defense, with a first-half 
safety by Adewale Ogunleye 
notching two points. 
Ogunleye’s fourth-down stop 
of Dominic Rhodes in the 


fourth quarter was another big 
play 

A Bears team that appeared 
listless in the preseason sud- 
denly came to life, and Forte 
provided the biggest jolt. He 
set the tone with a 50 -yard 
touchdown run in the first 
quarter, his team’s first score of 
the season. The most impres- 
sive aspect was the manner in 
which he did it. 

The Bears faced third- 
and-6 from midfield, and the 
Colts expected a pass play 
Quarterback Kyle Orton hand-

middle linebacker Gary Brackett 
to the turf. Forte then showed off 
his elusiveness, putting a move on 
defensive back Antoine Bethea 
that would have made Walter 
Payton proud. Forte then outraced 
Sanders. 

One could almost hear the Bears’ 
front office clapping in the back- 
ground, as the second-round pick 
made his bosses look like draft 
geniuses, at least for a night. Forte 
reached the loo-yard mark on 
his 14th carry— a 3-yard run with 
24 seconds left in the first half, 
becoming the first Bear to rush for 
100 yards in his debut. 

Forte’s strong effort made life 
easier on Orton, who looked calm 


from the first snap. Make that the 
second, because Olin Kreutz mis- 
handled the first, leading to a false 
start on the center. 

Orton carried his confidence 
into the fourth quarter, and made 
another key third-down conver- 
sion: a 26 -yard pass to Clark on 
third-and-i, giving the Bears first- 
and-goal from the i.

Airborne takes off 

Alt-rockers go from MySpace hits to mainstream buzz band

Mikel Jollett, lead singer of the fast-break- 
ing band the Airborne Toxic Event, is 
aware of his reputation for darkness. He’s 
earned it through songs such as “Happiness 
Is Overrated,” a harder-rocking take on 
the Smiths, or the gloomy breakup song 
“Sometime Around Midnight.” 

Even the band’s jauntiest number, the 
Eranz Eerdinand-fiavored “Does This Mean 
Tbu’re Moving On?” has lines like “I’ll bet 
your friends all hate me now.” 

He’s heard enough 

“I keep getting stuff about. These songs are 
about these terrible things that happened,’ ” 
said Jollett, 34. “But I don’t know if my life 
is any darker than anyone else’s. I really just 
think that there’s something about catharsis, 
and taking some of your worst moments and 
trying to find the beauty in them. There’s 
almost a defiance in that.” 

Erom the moment Jollett picked up his gui- 
tar in 2006, things began moving quite fast. 


The band’s demo— recorded in his apart- 
ment soon after recruiting the group’s other 
four members— became a hit on MySpace 
with the help of an enthusiastic Rolling Stone 
write-up. 

The group 
had no label, 
no manager, 
no publicist 
and a baffling 
moniker (from 
a bureaucratic term in Don DeLillo’s 1985 
comic novel “White Noise”). But when the 
song showed up on influential L. A. radio sta- 
tion KROQ, industry types started sniffing 
around. 

“The phone just started ringing off the 
hook,” said Jollett, whose work as a writer 
included occasional pop music stories for the 
L.A. Times. ‘And every single cliche about 
the record industry is true. People offering 
you drugs, telling you how famous they can 
make you, how much you need them in order 


for it to happen, how if you don’t do X, Y and 
Z, it’s not gonna happen.” 

They ended up, with their record already 
recorded at a friend’s studio, going with 
Majordomo, an L.A. indie that includes 
Earlimart on its roster. 

Things seem to be coming together for the 
band. As it moves from the often insular world 
of indie fandom into the rock mainstream. 
Airborne could make even the considerable 
success of Silversun Pickups look minor. 

But Jollett still jokes about his life’s sudden 
crises and his almost involuntary switch to 
music. 

“Right now, I should have my second novel 
and a i-year-old kid,” he says. “Instead I’m 
playing at seedy clubs with these jokers.” 

Happiness, it seems, is in the eye of the 
beholder. 

“It’s really absurd sometimes,” he says. 
“When we’re playing, all that stuff goes away, 
it feels completely natural. This is what I was 
meant to do.”

Paying the players 


Site gives users credit 
for mp3s they purchase 
that others buy later

Being a trendsetter can be pricey As any 
fashionista or gadget hound knows, the lat- 
est frocks and tech toys don’t pay for them- 
selves. But a new Web site is 
trying to make it profitable 
for music lovers to stay ahead 
of the curve— by paying them 
when other people purchase 
mp3s they’ve bought. 

Berkeley Calif -based 
Popcuts, which launched 
its Web site in early August, 
charges users 99 cents per 
song. Thereafter, whenever 
someone else buys the same 
song, those who have already 
bought it get paid in credit 
that can be redeemed for more Popcuts 
music. The earlier you buy a song, the larger 
your cut of future sales. 

And while credit is currently the payment 
option, the site’s founders hope to eventually 
pay users in cash too. 

Hannes Hesse, 28, one of the company’s 
three co-founders, said the idea came from a 
desire to better align the interests of artists 
who want to sell their music and fans who 
want to get it for free. 

“We thought that by providing this extra 
incentive to buy a song legally, namely, own- 
ing a stake in that song, would make it more 
attractive to buy,” Hesse said. 

Popcuts user Gary Yao, 25, said that while 


he’d prefer cash to the current site credit that 
users earn, he likes being rewarded for buy- 
ing songs. So far, he’s earned $5.32 by buying 
tracks. 

“It gives me an incentive to go out there 
and see what’s new and available,” the San 
Francisco-based product analyst said, adding 
that he’s discovered a few new bands by using 
the site over the past month. 

The site’s selection is still 
pretty slim— it includes 
around 700 songs from about 
200 artists— but Popcuts is 
adding musicians through 
a deal it recently made with 
music distributor DashGo 
and is looking to connect 
with more distributors and 
with record labels. 

Anyone making music 
can sell their tunes through 
the site while maintaining 
full rights to their work. The 
agreement between artists and Popcuts is not 
exclusive, Hesse said, so musicmakers also can 
sell songs through services like iTunes. 

Popcuts takes 10 to 20 percent of song 
sales. Artists can determine what cut they get, 
and the rest goes to fans. 

Since fans who buy songs early get a larger 
cut of subsequent sales, Hesse thinks a lot 
of people will search for new tunes and buy 
those that sound promising. 

Popcuts’ future is uncertain, though. 
Besides its small music catalog, it’s navigat- 
ing a market populated by several large, estab- 
lished players like Apple and amazon.com that 
already have the allegiance of many digital 
music buyers.
